Dirk Kemp- 
thorne asked President Clinton 
on Wednesday lo declare Idaho a 
federal disaster area, citing more 
than a month of unrelenting wild- 
fires and their toll on the state's 
people and economy. 

Montana Gov. Marc Racicot 
made a similar request for bis 
state Tuesday, and Clinton 
signed it Wednesday.

Mcunwhle. ihe federal cost of 
fighting the wildfires will exceed 
$1 billion with Congress likely to 
dip into the treasury again this 
year to pay the final tab. federal 
officials said Wednesday. 

So far, the federal government 
has tallied at least $G26 million in 
costs to battle scores of fires from 
Montana to New Mexico, spend- 
ing as much as S18 miliion a day, 
according to the National Intera-

BOISE - Supreme Court ‘ 
Justice-eicct Dan Eismann said 
Wednesday he’ll recuse himself 
from any cases from his brother- 
in-law's Snake River Basin 
Adjudication court, when he 
joins the Supreme Court in 
January 2001. 

Eismann\s comment comes sev- 
eral days after Idaho’s Judicial 
Council, the court system’s disci- 
plinary and watchdog arm. issued 
an opinion saying there would be 
a conflict if Eismann were to sit 
on Supreme Court appeals from 
5th District Judge B.iny Wood’s 
court. _ 

‘Tm certainly going to follow! 
their opinion," Eismann said. ’ ; 

During his bitterly contested; 
race earlier this year againd-' 
incumbent Justice Cathy SUalQl 
Eistnunn said 
his relation- 
ship with 
Wood would 
not create a 
conflict.

During that interview, 
Eisiii.uui also said he would seek 
the Judicial Council’s opinion on 
the issue. After the election, 
Eismann asked the council for 
such an opinion. 

"I wanted to have an opinion, 
whichever way they went, so I 
could know how to conduct 
myself to make sure nothing 
improiKT happened,” he said. 

Eismann refused to criticize 
the council's interpretation. 

"Different people have differ- 
ent opinions," Eismann said. “I 
consulted some people who 
didn’t think there would be (a 
conflict), hut obviously the judi- 
cial council tliinks diffcrcmly." 

The council's decision boiled 
the situation down to three possi- 
bilities: Ei.smann recu.sing himself 
from Wood's cases; Wood step- 
ping down from the adjudication 
court; or running the risk of .see- 
ing state water rights cases 
moved to federal conn - a very 
unsavory possibility for Idaho’s 
typically conservative water 
users. 

Former Sth District Judge 
Daniel Hurlbutt said Eismnnn’s 
decision is in line with at least 
one Arizona case where a 
Supreme Court justice has 
recused himself from cases 
heenuse of tics to water rights 
there. 

“It doesn't surprise me,” said 
Hurlbutt, who had handled the 
adjmi [cation case until December 
1998.

CARTAGENA. Colombia - 
Declaring that “this is not 
Vietnam,” President Clinton 
used a one-day visit here 
Wednesday to assure 
. Americans ond Colombians 
that U.S. coiintcrnarcotics 
support for the Colombian 
government will not lead tlie 
United States into a combat 
role aga^ the country’s left- 
ist guerrillas. 

''liottm's trip to this seaside 
reson was deagned os a sym- 
bol of U.S. backing for 
President Andres Pastrana- 
rather than a detailed discus- 


sion of the $1.3 billion U.S. 
aid package for Colombia that 
has been the subject of almo.st 
continuous conversations 
between the two governments 
for nearly a near. 

But sensitive to reservations 
at home and in Colombia, 
Clinton went out of his way lo 
underline that the heavy eco- 
nomic and political commit- 
ment will not expand into mil- 
itary intervention. 

“There won’t be American 
involvement in a shooting 
war, because they don’t want 
it and we don’t want it,”

Meanwhile, heat warnings were issued for 
much of the soudicm Plains, whoe temperatures 
reached the triple digits and foil even hotter with 
the humidity. 

In the West, rain fo|l over parts of Idaho, Utah, 
Wyoming, Nevada, Olifomla, New Mexico and 
Arizona, and ckxids covered much of the Rockies. 

A smaller storm system in the northern Pbins 


brought scattered showers to parts of Minnesota, 
Iowa and Wisconsin, while In Monticcilo, Arlc, the 
heat and humidity combined felt like 126 degrees. 

An area of low pressure spinning along the 
Southeast coast bnaught urrsctticd weather to the 
Mid-Atlantic and Soulheasi regions, with heavy 
downpours reported In southeastern Virginia and 
Ihe Catoltnas. 

Farther north, a cold front brou^l cooler weath- 
er to northern New Engbnd and a few showers 
and thunderstorms to parts of Maine.

Wednesday’s attendance num- 
bers won’t be known undl noon 
today, he said. If attendance 
stays the same, the higher admis- 
sion charge should br^ in ateut 
$300,000. Last year, nearly 
96,000 people attended the fair, 
Pitz said. 

Fair anendance has increased 
or stayed the same for about the

Sankey Rodeo Co. is based in 
Cody, Wyo. and travels to about 
30 rodeos each year, Sankey 
said. Sankey charges for a pack- 
age deaL which includes the ani- 
mals, announcers and other staff, 
he said. 

Sankey said he has IS employ- 
ees and uses three semi-trucks 
plus pickups with trailers to haul 
the stock to rodeos all over the 
West 

There are fewer stock at this 
year’s rodeo because animals 
were sent to other rodeos, but 
the best animals are at the Magic 
Valley Stampede, he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nearly 
1.5 million American children 
have a mother or fathd in federal . ) 
or state prison - a tigure that has 
grown in step with the swelling of 
the nation’s prison population, 
the Justice Department reported 
Wedne^y. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Justice Statistics said that at the 
end of last year 1,498,800 chil- 
dren under age 18 had a parent 
in prison m this country. 

That was a 60 percent increase 
since 1991 - up 562300 from the 
936300 childrw in that category 
then. During the same interval, 
the nation’s prison population 
grew by an almost identical 62 
percent to 1384,894 prisoners in 
1999. 

The 1999 prison population 
contained 721,500 inmates who 
were parents of a minor child. 

The percentage of prisoners with 
children- was essentially 
unchanged - 57 percent in 1991 
and 56 percent in 1999.

Fire smoke sparks fears about lung damage 


HELENA, Mont. (AP) - Katie 
Gray-Murphy spent the last week- 
end of her summer vacation shut- 
tered in her house, the windows 
closed against a gray shroud of 
wildfire smoke. 

“If there was no fires or smoke 
going on, 1 could go out and do 
whatever I wanted,” said the 15- 
year-old, who has lived with asth- 
ma most of her life. 

Most of the Northern Rockies 
are cloaked'in a stinky, dingy 
cloud of wood smoke from wild- 
fires that have burned millions of 
acres this summer. In Helena, the 
shroud is often so dense Katie 
must check the local air quality 
hot line before going for a walk. 

. “I read, watch TV or do 
chores,” she said. “It gets really 
boring, just doing the some thing 
over and over.” 

For others, the smoke is more 
than boring - it’s a matter of life 
and death. Each new day is a dan- 
ger to those with existing respira- 
tory or cardiac problems. 

“There are people on the 
ragged edge of dying anyway, and 
this kind of air could be the trig- 
gering cause,” said John Coeficld, 
a meteorologist with the state 
Department, of Environmental 
Quality. 

The fires have spawned a mas- 
sive plume of smoke that extends 
the 500-mile breadth of Montana, 
east into the Dakotas and beyond. 
In Des Moines,, the Iowa 
Department Qf Natural Resources 
warned people with respiratory 
problems to stay indoors Monday. 

“The longer it lasts, the more 
people are going to be affected,'" 
said Shannon Therriault, air qu^- 
ity specialist for the Missoula 
City-County Health Department

Darby, a small town near the 
heart of the Bitterroot’s worst 
fires, has measured pollution at 
750 micrograms - 25 times more 
polluted tl^ normal for August. 

Lungs compensate for smoke 
by constricting reducing air flow 
and causing blood pressure to rise 
- putting an added strain on the 
heart, said Dr. Michael S^nce, 
the state’s chief medical officer. 

“When you’re subjectedAo'a lot 
of smoke for long periods of time, 
you can have headaches, nausea, 
dizziness,” said Judy Griffin, pub- 
lic health nursing director in 
Ravalli County, one of the hard- 
est hit areas of the state.' 


Griffin fears that although pub- 
lic health officials have not seen a 
large number of patients in trou- 
ble due to the smoke, the long- 
tenn damage won’t be known for 
some time. 

“Down the road, I wotddn’t be 
surprised to see people - even 
with healthy lungs - to have prob- 
lem with'coughing and mucous,” 
she said.

Island readies for evacuation 


MIYAKE ISLAND, Japan (AP) 
- An earthquake and small erup- 
tion rocked a volcanic island 
south of Tokyo early Wednesday, 
and naval forces stationed a 
destroyer off the coast in prepa- 
ration for a quick evacuation. 

The seismic rumbling followed 
two larger eruptions of the 2,686- 
foot Mount Oyama on Tuesday 
that blanketed Miyake Island 
with ash and cinder and forced 
the evacuation of the island’s 
children. 


The Tokyo city government 
announced Wednesday that it 
was preparing to accept the 
island’s remaining inhabitants, 
offering them shelter in vacant 
dty housing and evacuation cen- 
ters. Island officials estimate that 
about 1,600 Miyakp residents 
have yet to leave. 

“We are almost ready to evacu- 
ate all of them in a'very short 
time, if and when a large-scale 
eruption occurs,” said Koichi 
Harukawa, a city official han- 


dling the evacuation. 

Experts have said shifts in 
huge underground pools of 
magma are responsible for the 
recent volcanic and seismic activ- 
ity on Miyake, about 118 miles 
south of Tokyo. 

Wednesday’s tremors were the 
latest since the Oyama volcano 
came back to life early last 
month after a 17-year silence, 
forcing the temporary evacuation 
of about half the island’s 4,000 
residents.' ^ 


Philippines mulls tougher approach 


ZAMBOANGA, Philippines - 
N^slim rebels threatened 
Wednesday to behead an 
American they are holding cop- 
tive, and the Philippine govern- 
ment considered a tougher 
approach on hostage-takers, fear- 
ing that ransoms paid for other 
hostages could encourage more 
abductions. 

:“We do not joke,” said Abu 
Sabaya, spokesman of the Abu 
Sayy^rel^s. 

The rebels announced Tuesday 
they had abducted Jeffrey 
Schilling of Oakland, Calif., said 
they would announce their 
demands in three days, and 
warned they would kill Schilling 
if the United States didn’t accept. 

The extremist group is holding 
16 other hostages on southern 
Jblo island after releasing six 
Westerners earlier this week for 
a reported $6 million paid by 
Libya. 

Critics have warned that the 
large ransom payment will 
encourage more kidnappings in 
the southern Philippines.

“video pill” - a liny video camera 
that monitors hmnan intestines - 
on patients. 

The M2A Swallowable Imaging 
Capsule transmits two images a 
second. Designers for Given 
Imaging used their training in 
Israel’s military industries to 
design the two chips - a sensor 
and a transmitter - that are the 
basis of the device. 

The video-quality images are 
picked up by a Walkman-sized 
receiver worn on a belt bround 
the waist, and are then loaded 
onto a hard disk and examined 
by a doctor.

Germany 

punishes 

neo-Nazis 

HALLE, Germany (AP) - A 
■ German court convicted three 
neo-Nazis of beating an African 
immigrant to death and handed 
down tough prison sentences 
Wednesday in an attempt to sig- 
nal that a “long cliain of attacks'' 
on foreigners here must stop. 

The slate court sentenced 
Enrico Hilprecht, 24, to the maxi- 
rmim of life id pri.wn. His two 16- 
year-old co^iefendants, Christian 
Richter and Frank Micthhaucr, 
were each given sentences of nine 
years - one year le.ss than the 
maximum allowed for juveniles. 

German Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder called the decision “a suit- 
able verdict for a helnons crime.” 

The case offered a giimpsc into 
Germany’s violent skinhead 
scene: Fueled by beer and illegal 
racist rock music, it directs rage 
at foreigners and often revolves 
around the decaying communist- 
era housing developments that 
dot the country's east. 

It was in a park in the co-stem 
dty of Dessau that the three men 
brutally beat and kicked 39-year- 
old Alberto Adriano in the head 
on June 11. Adriano died three 
days later, leaving behind a wife 
and three children. 

Reading the verdict Wednes- 
day, Judge Albrecht Hcnnig said 
the court cunduded that tlie tlirec 
defendants killed Adriano .solely 
because of his skin color.

AM teaches animal betrayal 

After lost year’s Twin Falls County 
Fair ended, I walked through the sheep 
bam. There sat all the sheep that had 
served as 4-H “projects” (also known os 
animals) for hundi^ of kids. One little 
girl had left her poster hanging above 
her sheep: “What I Learned in 4-H - 
Responsibility.” For months, these ani- 
mals are groomed, pampered and fed 
special food. They are ^ven names and, 
during the fair, some owners even sleep 
by their animals. 

How hypocridcal! One day after the 
livestock auction, the sheep sat aban- 
doned in dirty straw, with no water or 
food, on their way to the slaughterhouse. 
Four-H is teaching children that respon- 
sibili^ to their aitimal means selling it to 
the highest bidder and then walking 
away without a second thought. 

Every year, I watch children drag their 
animals to the auction bam on the lost 
day of the fair. The youngest of the chil- 
drw walk back hrom the auction with 
tears in their eyes, some of them crying 
openly. In their hearts, the youngest 
know that what they have just done is 
wrong. They are not as jaded as the older 
Idds whoVe been told for years by their 


parents and 4-H leaders that selling their 
animal is a “good thing. Cows (or sheep 
or pigs) aren’t meant to be pets; they ore 
bred for meal.” How unbelievably sad 
that these children learn at such a young 
age to see pigs only as bacon and cows 
only as steol^ 

Four-H professes to teach kids about 
responsibility and animal husbandry. 
Instead, it teaches them about betraying 
their animal if the price is right. If 4-H 
really wants to teach kids atraut being 
responsible, make the kids go to the 
slaughterhouse with their animal and be 
there when the butcher shoots it in the 
head. Have them stay wliile the animal is 
strung up and its guts are cut out. Have 
them watch while the animal's hide is 
stripped away and its legs are sawed off. 
That will tea^ them the most important 
animal husbandry lesson of oU - what 
really happens to little “Fluffy” or 
“Bes^” or “Miss Piggy” when he or she 
Is sold to the highest bidder. If 4-H truly 
wants to teach kids about being responsi- 
ble to their animals, tell them not to sell 
their cows or pigs or sheep at oil. 
Responsibility lasts for a lifetime, not 
just until the end of the fair.

Of all the weird arguments in favor of 
holding down Idaho's feeble financial 
commioncm to public schools, one of the 
lamest is (hat offered ^e other day by 
the Twin Falls Times-News (among many 
other Kings of Can't in this state): 

The school districts of Idaho received 
“(he largest education budget in state his- 
tory” this year, said The Times-News. 

That doesn’t prove anything one way or 
the other. That happens every year in 
every growing state. 

If you have more kids to be educated, 
and you spend the same amount this year 
as last, you are shorting the kids finan- 
cially per capita by comparison with what 
you have bew spending. In fact, if a state 
ever ends up spending the same or less 
on education in any given year, it is a 
pretty sure sign that the state is in a 
recession or worse and is probably losing 
population. 

That doesn’t even begin to describe 
Idaho. This state is thriving, thank good- 
ness. 

But its public schools are still helping 
Utah bring up the rear in the West in the 
commirment to education. The 6 percent 
increase in public school spending this 


year that has almost scared The Times- 
News to death doesn’t event begin to 
dose the gap between Idaho and normal 
effort in this century. But what do you 
expect from a newspaper that focuses so 
chronically on helping Idaho maintain its 
limp attitude of ima^nary fiscal helpless- 
ness in the realm of location? 

Whether it is a telling argument to say 
an expenditure is “the largest education 
budget in state history” depends on 
whetiier it is larger by comparison with 
what a state could be doing and should be 
doing. 

Whether it is impressive to have “the 
largest education budget in state history” 
depends on whether the state is already 
spending too much, too little or about the 
n^t amount 

Whether it is impressive to fashion 
“the largest education budget in state his- 
tory” depends most of all on what the 
times and advances in education require. 
And the times require more education 
per student now than ever before. The 
times have assigned the highest priority 
in histoiy to education. 


A state that squanders too much bn 
education - and there probably are a lew 
- should be producing something leSs 
than “the largest education budget jn 
state history” or it will be turning gn 
extravagance into an outrage. . i 

But a state that chronically spenis 
too little and falls farther behind tie 
neighbors and the burgeoning neels 
of the information age is taking fool- 
ish chances with its children if tie 
best it can do to get well is a pitifuljS 
percent increase.

The state leases a comparable 
amount of office space at other 
locations throughout Ada 
County. 

Although being done in con- 
junction and dose coordination 
with efforts to refurbish the 
Statehouse, Pat Ahrens, director 
of the Department of 
Administration, said her office's 
plans are separate from the 
Capitol Commission’s work. 

The top priority of the project 
is to ensure the state has ade- 
quate land, facilities, and infra- 
structure in the Capitol Mall area 
to meet the needs of the state 
government in the foreseeable 
ffiture. And with downtown Boise 


being one of the fastest growing 
areas in the nation, Ahrens and 
LKV planners say the state had 
better stan planning now. 

The cornerstone of securing 
more predous office space in the 
vidnity is a remodeling, conver- 
sion and expansion of the Ada 
County Courthouse just cast of 
Statehouse. 

The state recently bought the 
building with the idea of using it 
for more office space. Planners 
would like to see on addition to 
the building that would not only 
meet immediate space needs but 
significantly improve the aesthet- 
ics of the building. 

Additional parking is also an 
integral part of the plan. 
Building a new parking garage 
for state employees and possibly 
expanding an existing garage 
“would only put a dent” in the 
area’s future parking needs, 


Krohn said. 

Planners also envision perma- 
nently dosing two blocks of State 
Street, which bisects the Capitol 
Mall area and runs along the 
north side of the Statehouse, for 
use as a pedestrian concourse 
which would lend more a of 
“campus" feel to the mall. 

Other plans include adding 
another tower on the north side 
of the Pete T. Cenorussa Building 
and additional parking lots 
around the area. 

If all options presented by the 
planners are used, the total pro- 
ject would cost about S29 million 
and could be paid for without 
dipping into the state's construc- 
tion fund, planners said.

If he approves it, then we 
approve the bum. But (the appli- 
cant) will have to meet local 
requirements." 

'The process isn’t meant to be 
intimidating, Everett said. 
However, officials are only try- 
ing to cautious and sympathetic 
to the plight of many growers. 

“Given the state's resources 
for fighting fires, it's the prudent 
thing to do," he said.

Blaine County commissioners 
look at Bellevue’s area of impact

Bailey - Blaine County com- 
missioners and Bellevue city 
leaders met Monday for another 
discussion about the city’s future 
that left Mayor Steve Fairbroiher 
shaking his head in frustration 
over an inability to come to 
agreemenL 

One of the issues is Bellevue’s 
proposed area of impact, which 
would give the dcy some control 
over areas outside dty limits. 

The city is particularly con- 
cerned about an area in the coun- 
ty between Hailey and Bellevue 
where Hailey has expressed an 
interest in expanding a light 
industrial park. 

•The county is cautious about 
hQw much control to give 
Bellevue. The county’s compre- 
hensive plan which is big on pre- 
sehdng open space and scenic 
vistas and concern over whether 
Bellevue can afford to annex 
much property with a sewer sys- 
tem that’s already operating at 80 
percent capadty. 


The issue is a big one for the 
city of Bellevue, which has no 
light industrial space. The dty is 
limited to the east and west by 
mountains and to the north by 
the buffer zone of open fields 
between Hailey and B^evue. 

Bellevue Redtor Mo O’Connell 
said she’d like to see Bellevue’s 
area of Impact extend south as 
far as Glendale Road, maybe 
even Baseline. 

“It’s not just land that’s impor- 
tant, but the jobs that will go 
with chose land^’’ she said. 

Bellevue Planning and Zoning 
Administrator Diane Shay said 
Bellevue is also interested in 
developing a light industrial park 
along Gannett Road, removing 
the park from the highway. But 
the developer has no desire to 
develop anything larger than 
one-acre lots, she warned.

Enrollment drops could force 
Minidoka school staff cuts

HEYBURN - Minidoka County 
school officials were searching 
for an explanation Wednesday 
after early enrollment figures 
indicate a. deciine of almost 300 
students from 1999-2000. 

And if the lower numbers per- 
sist, some staff could be cut 
before the end of the s^ool year. 

On Tuesday, the second day of 
school, enroUment in Minidoka 
County schools was 4,376, down 
more than 6 percent from last 
year. 

On the final day of school last 
year, 4,625 students were 
enrolled. 

In a meeting Wednesday morn- 
ing, the Minidoka County School 
Board expressed hope that the 
enrollment will rebound. But 
unless substantial increases are 
seen, 12 to 15 staff and teacher 
cuts will be made In the spring, 
following the Legislature’s 2001 


session, school Superintendent 
Nick Hallcti said. 

“We know that when we lose 
that many students, there will be 
a cutback in staff,” Kollctt said. 

, State funding for public 
schools is tied directly to enroU- 
menf. 

Here’s a sampling of the 
enrollment decline: 

'• Minico Hi^ School has 992 
students compared with 1,077 a 
year ago, a decrease of almost 8 
percent. 

• West Minico Junior High 
School has an enrollment of 4U, 
down almost 13 percent from 484 
last year. 

• Memorial Elementary School 
has 282 students so tar this year, 
down from 362 a year ago, a 22 
percent drop. 

• Paul Elementary School has 
491 students, more than an 8 per- 
cent drop from 537 students last 
year. 

“The population and the econ- 
omy arc just not growing in this 


area," said School Board Clerk 
Darrel Black, who said the lack 
of growth is true for all of cast- ' 
em Idaho. ; 

Initial enrollment numbers in* 
Cassia County suggest only a 
modest drop, however. 

The current head count is 
5,081 students, Superintendent 
Jerry Doggett said, down a hand- 
ful of students from last year’s 
count of 5,099 students. 

Minidoka County schools have ■ 
battled enrollment drops for sev- 
eral years. Final enroUment fig- 
ures - which can vary from the ^ 
initial figures taken at the start* 
of the school year - have' 
dropped steadily since 1992-93, 
when numbers reached a 10-ycar . 
high of 5,411, the state* 
Department of Education said. ;

JEkOME - With only a dozen

Labor day motorists 
face high prices 

TWIN FALLS - Idaho motorists 
heading out of town for the last 
three-day weekend of the summer 
will find some of the highest gaso- 
line prices in the country. 

Based on its Labor Day Fuel 
Gauge Survey of 76 stations 
throughout the state, the AAA 
Idaho said the average price for a 
gallon of self-serve unleaded gas 
would be $1.63, up 3 cents since 
the Fourth of July weekend. 

The national average is $1.49 per 
gallon. 

The Idaho average is tlie highest 
ever recorded in the state for a 
Labor Day weekend, and it is tied 
for the sixth-highest in the contigu- 
ous 48 states, according to the trav- 
el organization. 

“This Summer's prices were the 
highest ever for the U.S., but Idaho 
and other Western slates did not 
sec price reductions like those 
experienced elsewhere,” AAA 
Idaho spokesman Dave Carlson 
sa|d. “Low Inventories of crude oil 
in;;(he U.S. are keeping crude oil 
prices at or above $30 a barrel, 
indicating that significantly lower 
prices are not in the cords for any 
region of the coun^.”.

Farm co-op 
expects 
losses, plans : 
asset sales

Industries, the nation’s largest 
farm cooperative, expects to post a 
loss for its fiscal year and plans to 
sell certain non-core assets as diffi- 
cult conditions persist in the U.S. 
agriculture economy. 

Farmland members include 
United Co-op Inc. of Rupert and 
Valley Co-ops Inc. of Jerome. 

In a filing with the Securitiesn 
and Exchange Commission, the. 
company said it expects fiscal 
fourth-quarter los.scs in both its 
fertilizer and world grain busine.ss- 
es. Additionally, the cooperative 
said its petroleum products mar- 
gins have weakened in recent 
months and its iniere.st costs have 
increased. 

“Based on these issues, manage-- 
meni anticipates that Farmland's 
continuing operations will incur a 
significant loss for both (he quar- 
ter-end and year-ended Aug. 31," 
Farmland .said in Tuesday’s filing. 

It would be the first time Kansas 
City-based Farmland, which is not 
publicly traded, has reported a fis- 
cal-year loss since 1993, according 
to Chief Financial Officer Terry 
Campbell. Tiie cooperative al.so 
reported losses during the farm"' 
economy slump of the 1980.s. 

“The agriculture economy is 
pretty challenging, there’s no 
doubt about it,” Campbell told'. 
DridgeNews Wednesday. 

Last year the cooperative report- 
ed fiscal year net income of $13.9 
million on revenues of $10.7 bil- 
lion. 

Beyond the general farm-econo-; 
my concerns, Campbell said' 
Farmland has .some company-spc-' 
cific '- sues sucli as the start-up- 
costs lelated to a souiheasiurn 
Kansas fertilizer |)lant that will, 
affect Farmland’s crop nutrient ' 
and protection division. 

In the SEC filing, Farmland said 
its ability to borrow under a credit 
facility obtained in the spring may 
be restricted depending on tho 
level of receivables and invenio-; 
ries. However, the cooperative; 
said it believes it will be in compli- 
ance with all covenants related to 
the facility, which involve such fac- 
tors as debt ratios, and will have 
capacity to fund normal operating 
and capital needs. 

Farts of the covenant, however, 
become more restrictive in 
November, Farmland said, an<K 
continued compliance "will be,' 
dependent on our ability to gener- 
ate earnings from operations or 
other .sources." 

Tile cooperative said it expects 
to generate "substaiiliiil cash 
receipts" for its fourth (juarter and 
its November-ending fiscal fir.si 
quarter related to Agriliance, an 
agronomy marketing joini vetmire ' 
with Cenex Harvest States and 
Lind O’Lakes. and the jointly held 
l.iiiul O’Lakes Farmland Feed 
lmsines.s. 

The cooperative also saiti it 
expects to receive tax refunds 
related to the favorable seitletnent 
of a tax case late last year and (he 
sale of certain non-core assets. 

Campbell would not elaborate 
on which as.scis Farmland plans to 
sell, saying only that (hey would 
not change the cooperative's core 
operations. He said the coopera- 
tive hopes to complete any trans- 
actions soon. 

The moves by Farmland come 
during a year where the coopera- 
tive has already made efforts to 
reduce its spending as the U.S. 
agriculture economy continues to 
remain -sluggish. Among other^ 
measures, early in the calendar;? 
year the cooperative cut 30();1 
administrative jobs. 

Campbell said he could not rule 
out additional jobs cuts at some 
point in (he future, although he 
said “there’s a general belief" 
within the company that the most 
recent round of job cuts was signif- 
icant.

How do you start your kids hunting? 
That’s a thorny question for modem 
moms and dads in an era when video 
games yield instant oction and many 
youth spend much of their fall and win- 
ter competing in football and basket- 
ball. 

Hero arc some ti ps from a dad who’s 



uamiKcdly boning ,50o witfiTiis oyvn 
kids and the hunting issue: 

Don't force the kid to go hunting. Let 
the kid tell you when he or she is 
ready, but be practical about it. There 
are physical considerations on when a 
child Is strong enough to handle a rifle 
or a shotgun. 

For most kids, shooting a rifle accu- 
rately is easier than shooting a shotgun. 
You shoot a rifle from a solid rest at a 
stationary target. Most modem rifles 
have scope sights. Lining up the 
crosshairs is a very simple task. 

A shotgun is a Afferent discipline. A 
youth must be strong enough to cosily 
hold a shotgun and swing it safely at a 
moving target. Though it differs with 
each youth, a good rule of thumb is 
that kids arc strong enough to handle a 
shotgun when they weigh about 100 
pounds. For most kids, that’s 10 to 12 
years old. 

Practice, practice, practice. Though 
shooting a rifle or a shotgun may seem 
second nature to an 
experienced adult, 
it’s new to a kid and 
tends to be over- 
whelming. You 
wouldn’t stick a 10- 
ycor-old in a baseball 
game without prac- 
tice and expect the 
kid to do well. The 
same applies to the 
shooting sports. 

The best practice 
tool for rifle shooting 
is B scope-sighted .22 
rifle. A 22 has virtu- 
ally no recoil and 
mild muzzle blast. A 
good .22 rifle is 
extremely accurate 
and the ammunition is cheap. Best of 
all, shooting a .22 is fun and there's no 
better way to develop into an accurate - 
rifle shot. 

Kids should practice with the same 
' shotgun they v^l use to hunt. If birds 
arc their quarry, they should pniaice 
at skcct. The idea is to develop sholfmn 
skills while boosting confidence. Skect 
targets offer a variety of angles that 
simulate shots you’re likely to sec on 
game but the skcct targets fiy the same 
path each time. You con cosUy develop 
consistency on a skcct range. 

Equip a youth hunter with on adc- 
- quatc rifle or shotgun. Don’t moke the 
mistake of handing a big bore rifle or a 
12-gaugc shotgun to a youngster 
because that’s the only hunting gun 
you happen to own. 

The balance between recoil and a 
gun’s ability to perform an adequate 
job is a very real considcradon. Rifles 
like a .222 or a .223 have mild recoil 
that most kids can handle but shot 
placement is critical for these small 
bore rifles to humanely kill big game. 
With beginning hunters shooting light 
rifles, the key is to wait for a p^cct 
shot. 

Where shotguns arc concerned, a 
gas-operated, autoloading 20-gaugc is 
ideal for the youth novice. The sm^er 
.410 that so many kids start out shoot- 
ing because of lighter recoil is ineffi- 
cient and is really best-suited for an 
expert wingshot. On the other end of 
the spectrum, a 12-gaugc shotgun is too 
heavy and develops too much recoil. A 
youth hunter who develops a fear of 
recoil may never shoot well. 

Trj* to make a youth’s first hunting 
cxpcHcncc a fun trip. Forget about 
your personal hunting in fact, don’t 
even take your gun when you’re icach- 
'"Ing. Cherish the time spent with a 
youth in a wholesome outdoors envi- 
' • . ronment, away fram the distraction of 
television and telephones. 

Even if the birds aren’t flying or the 
deer aren’t moving, have fun teach- 
ling kids how to use binoculars to spot 
^dinant objects or by painting out dwr 
tracks, buck rubs or other sign that 
wildlife is nearby. 

Always teach the most important les- 
son of hunting: You succeed anytime 
you have an enjoyable experience, a 
lesson adults should always remembw. 
Hunting success does not hinge on how 
much game you bring home. 

Also use the opporttinity to teach a 
novice about the habits of wild ani- 
mals, game and nongame alike, and a 
reverence for the aiUmols being hunt- 
— ed. Game animals are abundant 
• iiiqenough to sustain hunting. Otherwise, 
noithere would be no open seasons. In 
i-.iflnnany respects, gome anhnals are abun- 
dant because of modem hunters, who 
were the orimnal conservationists. 

, It’s possible to push a youth into 
, . hunting before the youth is ready for 
(the experience. It’s never too soon to 
,,, . teach a youth the value of wildlife 
stewardship.

A few animals do well in hot summers, 
but the heat can be deadly for others

TWIN FALLS - With one of 
the hottest summers on 
record, the question is how 
does wildlife cope with heat. 

The answer: Some do very 
well, and others suffer. 

Two animals that have 
adapted to the hot, dry sum- 
mers in southern Idaho are 
the rockchuck, or yeUaw-bcl- 
lied marmot, and the 
Townsend ground squirrel. 
They emerge from hiberna- 
tion in January or February 
and start to feed on some of 
the eorly greenup at lower 
elevations. By the end of July 
or earlier, depending on (he 
spring rains, they are back 
underground. 

They have adapted to the 
heat by spending six to seven 
months underground where 
the climate is modified. 
Biologists call this dormancy 
during suiTuner or dry season 
aestivation. 


Rockchucks and Townsend 
ground squirrels also are able 
to store fat reserves in a hurry 
to tide them over their long 
rest. During the hibernation, 
their heart rate and respira- 
tion drops dramatically so the 
fat layer is utilized very slow- 
ly- 

Black bears have a problem 
with very hot weather for a 
variety of reasorts. Their thick 
fur and building fat layer 
causes them to seek deep 
shade areas and nearby water 
areas. 

The loss of a berry crop due 
to drought reduces their food 
supply and can cause a seri- 
ous problem when bears seek 
food near humans. Biologists 
have been live (rapping prob- 
lem bears near populated 
areas in Idaho’s Panhondlc all 
summer, due to the berry 
crop failure. 

In addition, if the bears go 
into their dens with low fat 
reservoirs, they might not sur- 
vive the winter or the females 


will give birtli to fewer cubs. 

People tend to think rep- 
tiles enjoy the hot weather, 
but as cold-blooded creatures, 
they cannot withstand full 
heat in the open. The outside 
temperature controls their 
thermostat, and excessive 
heat can kill them rapidly. 

Hiey will seek shaded areas 
during the heat of the day, 
and many snakes hunt their 
favored prey of rodents at 
night. The green areas around 
watercourses arc attractive to 
small mammals and, in turn, 
to the snakes. Irrigated farm- 
lands are also favored for 
their shade and cool tempera- 
tures. 

Fish hove a serious problem 
with drought since water is 
their lifeline. With a reduced 
water supply, fish kills can 
result from excessive plant 
growth or warm water tem- 
peratures. For example, most 
trout or salmon cannot with- 
stand water temperatures 
much above 70 degrees

Microscopic plant plankton 
or aquatic vegetation gener- 
ate oxygen during the day but 
give off carbon dioxide at 
night. Fish crowded into less 
water cannot take these 
reduced oxygen levels, so 
niglittime fish kills occur. 

Sage grouse have a particu- 
larly hard time during exces- 
sively hot weather. Their 


young require a diet rich in 
insects, which are concentrat- 
ed around water holes and 
springs. As these key spots 
disappear in hot weather, the 
adult hen with her young 
must cross large areas of bar- 
ren ground to the nearest 
water source. Grouse on these 
treks can die from thirst or 
heat, and face an increased 
threat from predators,

JACKSON, Wyo. - When the flows on 
the upper Snake River ore just right, a 
magical thing happens, luring freestyle 
kayakers in droves to the famed Lunch 
Counter rapid. 

A pair of-stonding waves rise from the 
rapid; the first one is huge and stable fol- 
lowed by a backwave, presenting a jum- 
bled chaos. Thus the stage is set for an 
athletic river dance. 

“When It’s on, it is one of the best play 
spots in the country,” said kayaker Aaron 
Pruzan, owner of Rendezvous River 
Sports and on all-around river busybody 
in Jackson. “It’s a world-class play spot. 
There are better spots, but very few arc 
by a road.” 

Pruzan, president of the Jackson Hole 
Kayak Qub and organizer of whltcwater 
events, estimates Lunch Counter is in top 
form two to six weeks a year. Kayakers 
just hang out, in groups of up to SO, taking 
turns surfin,', those waves and harnessing 
their energy for spinning tricks. It is kind 
of like the snowlraard scene at the half- 
pipe, except the kickers are in motion and 
everyone wears a helmet. 

The packs of kayak-surfers are part of 
the exuding recreational mecca on the 
Snake, several miles downstream from 
Jackson where the river cuts through a 
limestone gorge called Alpine Canyon. 


Rafters, sometimes 5,000 a day. paddle 
and scream their way through the gorge 
at the height of the season, which peaks 
on Pioneer Day weekend. 

River use has exploded In the past 10 
years with no letup in sight. Walk around 


the parking lot at the busy West Table 
put-in and you'll see Utah license plates 
on more than half the vehicles. About 
three-fourths of the noncommercial river 
traffic'comes from the Wasatch Front, 
says Salt Lake City kayaker Rod Huck. 


It’s no surprise Alpine Canyon, a four- 
hour drive north of Salt Lake City, is pop- 
ular with Utah boaters. The best Whitewa- 
ter in and near Utah - the Green, Yami^ 
Colorado and San Juan rivers - entails 
permits, waiting lists and fees. 

“There arc few places left for choice 
Whitewater that you can be spontaneous 
about, where you can just drive to the 
river and put on,” says Huck, who is lead- 
ing an effort to encourage Utah boaters to 
contribute to a recreation fund for the 
river. 

The Snake’s world-class whitewater 
downstream from Jackson is free, accessi- 
ble with a federal highway running along- 
side it, and permit-free for groups under 
15. 

Just don't go there to seek summer soli- 
tude. The Snake is one of the country’s 
four busiest recreational rivers, a group 
that includes the South Fork of the 
American in California, the Deschutes in 
Oregon and the Arkansas in Colorado, 
says David Ccmicek, river manager for 
the Bridger-Tcton National Forest. Most 
of the visitors are tourists who pay about 
535 to raft the river with one of the eight 
commercial outfitters licensed to do busi- 
ness on the Snake. There ore 15 other out- 
fitters catering to fisherman but their vol- 
ume is minus^c in comparison with the 
raft companies.

Anglers ply Eastern 
Idaho shops for 
hatch information 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - "Seen 
any bugs?** 

Hundreds of times a day in 
eastern Idaho's fly shops, car 
dealerships and supermarkets 
anglers are asking tut question. 
The “bug’* is the ^ant stonefly 
and its annual march up the 
South Fork tuxu trout crazy. 

like the drakes on tte Henry’s 
Fork, Mg bugs meyi big fish and 
lots of nappy fishTrmen, who~ 
come from all over the world. 
Well-heeled anglers and once-a- 
year novices eagerly work the 

f ihones, gleaning information 
rom the- region’s extensive fly- 
fishing network. The goal is to 
find the best infoimadon. 

The result is a buzz of exdte- 
menc 

“It’s a blast right now,” said 
Shaun Lawson, manager of the 
fly shop at South Fork Lodge. 
“Everybody is asking about &e 
hatch. Eveiybody.” 

After six years of high water 
and mediocre to outri^t awful 
fishing conditions during the 
hatch, this year everything seems 
to be in ordv for great fishing. 

“Everybody is hyped up," said 
Gary Wade of the Swdy KCie Fly 
Shop and Cafe. This ye^s excite- 
ment- and in some cases, worry - 
. is fueled by an odd mixtiue of 
facts, theories and memories of 
past hatches. 

First the facts: This year’s 
water conditions are perfect for 
anglers and bugs, not too hi^ 
and litde sediment 
“The good water has people 
excited, real excited,” Lawson 
said. 

While everyone is happily tolk- 
ing about the good water, they 
are also pumping the utwork to 
get an advantage over the fish. 
When fish gorge themselves on 
stoneflles, as Oiey are apt to do, 
the fishing suffers. 

Good information can be the 
difference between finding 
where the fish are eagerly feed- 
ing and where they’re laying on 
the bottom too stuffed to eac But 
facts aren’t the only information 
exchanged on the fly-fishing net- 
work. 

Theories are also readily 
shared. Since the water is low, 
many theorize the hatch will stan 
earlv. They don’t want to miss it 
so they bombard the fly shops 
with the question -“Seen any 
bugs?” -hundreds of times a day. 

“You wouldn’t believe the 
urgency in their voices,” said 
Jimmy Gabettas of All-Seasons 
Angler in Idaho Falls. “I think 
anglers spend more time 
researching the stonefly hatch 
than their stock ponfoUos.” 
Gabettas said more than half 
his customers ask about the bugs. 
Others report on their afternoon 
drive to ^e South Fork, where 
they looked for stonefly nymphs 
crawling from the middle of the 
river to shore. 

“It's fun to see people this 
Jazzed up,” he said. “Without 
question it’s what people are talk- 
ing about.” 

Another hot theory traveling 
the network is the belief the 
hatch won’t come off at all. 
Because of the flood three years 
ago, some people believe the 
rivei^s bugs were wiped out 
“That’s leading to some anxiety 
and lots of talld^” Lawson said. 
He and othera are not buying into 
that theory, though. Stoneflles 
evolved with floods. 

“Everybody asks me how much 
the floods hurt the stoneflles,” 
said fisheries biologist Mark 
Gamblin of the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game. 
“The hatches were off for a cou- 
ple of years, but the bugs should 
be fine.” 

People are also using the net- 
woric to express their excitement 
Many folk can trace their love of 
fly-fishing back to stoneflles and 
it’s just a joy to talk about catch- 
ing big browns, rainbows and cut- 
throat on easy-to-see dryflies. 

“It’s just a vidotis take-and-fun 
fishing” Wade said. So anglers 
woik me network, sharing smries 
while trying to get a jump on the 
crowds.

Stunning vistas await mountain 
bikers on trails arounid Pcxatello 


POCATELLO (AP) - On the 
first day they rode over three 
mountain passes in 90-degrce 
heat and their water filter 
plugged up. But it didn’t discour- 
age them. Ken Ryan, Chris 
Magagno and Karen Gehrke set 
off on a ride from Pocatello to 
Ryan’s cabin near jhekson fol- 
lowing cow trails, dirt roads, sin- 
gle track and an occasional 
paved road - without a support 
vehicle. 

Following Ryan’s navigating, 
they reach^ their first comp on 
the Blackfoot River. 

“We were on roads I didn't 
think actually went anywhere,” 
Gehrke says. “Then we would 
end up where we wonted to go.” 

Because the ride - which was 
Ryan’s idea - was self-contained, 
they didn’t take anything heavy. 
So they dined on dehydrated 
refried beans - spiced up with 
shredded cheese and chopped 
onions - Lipton noodle soup and 
Magagna’s secret dessert.

City Creek - This trail offers 


everything from a'short ride to a 
climb up Kinport Peak. It con- 
nects with several other trails. 
The trailhead is just south of the 
LDS chapel on Grant Avenue. 

Gibson Jock - The motorized 
trail has a steep climb at the 
beginn^ offering a great work- 
out. This trail can take you to the 
Elk Meadows loop.

Colorado cutthroats reel ’em in 

The hike up to 
Crystal Lake is 
a scenic bonus

ROCKY MOUNTAIN 
NATIONAL PARK, Colo. -If any 
one required special inspiration 
for (he march up the long and 
winding troll to Crystal Lake, he 
or she needn’t look hard, or far. 

Meadows lush with vrfJdflowers 
flashed a kaleidoscope of color 
beneath a sun sliding through the 
sky like a white coin. 

Deer with white-spotted fawns 
seemed to pop up everywhere. 
Then they melted into the forest 
like scenery at a ballet. Farther 
' downslope, a buck sporting vel> 
vet horns crashed nervously 
through underbrush, and then 
stopped abruptly os if to pose for 
a photograph. 

Where krummholz faded into 
tundra, a freshly minted family 
of ptarmigans picked idly at 
insects, seemingly oblivious to a 
human only a few feet away. 

Whistle pigs by the dozens 
shrilled down from rocky perch- 
es, a marmot tabernacle ^oir. 

All this, of course, was b^de 
the point. Everyone knew the 
real reason they had come. Ilic 
people were here for the trout, 
more specifically, the p^eenback 
cutthroat trout. Colorado’s state 
fish. The one that, in almost bibli- 
cal fashion, once was lost but now 
is found. 

The beautiful one. 

Crystal, perched at the top of 
the Roaring River drainage near 
the northern rim of the pork, is 
one of the showcases for the 
greenback recovery program, 
one of the nation’s conservation 
success stories. 

Once thought extinct, the 
greenback has been revived to 
something resembling robust sta- 
tus through the cooperative 
efforts of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the Colorado 
Division of Wildlife. Crystal, a 25- 
acre gem anchored in the cliff 
cirque of 13,502-foot Fairchild 
Mountain, is among several 
places where it is le^ to for 
(but not possess) this native fish 
of Colorado’s Eastern Slope. 

What makes Crystal special is 
that these cutthroats are uncom- 
monly large. Last stocked in 
1989, these fish had ample time 
to grow. Most range from 15 to 18 
inches, an encouraging size for 
trout living above timb^Une. But 
when an excited angler scram- 
bled down the shore to announce 
he had landed a specimen esti- 
mated at 4.5 pounds, interest 



sizes. But anglers who stop here 
miss the visual drama of the 
Crystal cirque and, of course, 
larger fish. 

The hike is a long one, nearly 
15.5 miles round trip on a trail 
whose difficulty fluctuates from 
easy to generally moderate to 
occasionally steep. Anglers 
should sldrt the smaller and bar- 
ren Little Crystal Lake for the 
larger lake a few yards farther 
on. And they should bring plenty 
of film. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. - 
One day, Bruce Carter got into 
his sailplane and flew over Pikes 
Peak. 

Powered by air currents, he 
soared at 29,000 feet above sea 
level and 'when he returned to 
Earth, he wanted nothing more 
than to SOOT again. 

Carter, SO, is an- environmen- 
tal-impact analyst and consulting 
meteorologist and also an avid 
glider pilot. Since 1972, he has 
been catching the air, first in 
California and now here. 

He flics his sailplane from the 
—Kelly — Ttirpork — nonh — TIT 
Monument. He is a founding 
member of the Black Forest 
Soaring Society, which owns five 
acres of the Kelly Airpark, where 
Carter gives soaring lessons. 

Soaring is motorless flight. 
Pilots fly gliders, also called 
sailplanes, searching for an 
atmospheric condition called lift 
that allows theni to gain altitude 
and stay aloft. The Pikes Peak 
region is well-known among 
those who soar for a phenome- 
non colled wave lift that happens 
when strong winds blow perpen- 
dicular to a ridge or mountain 
ond then arc deflected upward 
with great force. 
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It was a wave lift that pro- 
pelled Carter to his lofty vantage 
point in the sky. It’s the possibUi- 
ty of a wave lift that draws glider 
pilots from around tho country to 
this area. 

Before Kelly Airpark opened 
to flights in 1988, glider pilots 
' flocked to the nowticfunct Black 
Forest Glider Port 
"It was known os a diamond 
mine," Carter says. “Pilots gel 
diamond owards to show that 
they have reached different 
goals. People used to come from 
all over the world to earn their 
altitude diamond in (he wave off

pilots. They also strive for per-

These Crystal fish ore particu- 
larly compdling for their role in 
an experiment to determine 
whether greenbacks can repro- 
duce at high elevation. In the 
cold shadow of the Continental 
Divide, two-thirds of the park 
lakes are fishless. 

^ “We wanted to find the upper 
limit at which they could repro- 
duce," said Bruce Rosenlund, a 
project leader with the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service’s ^lorado 
office and a former head of the 
greenback recovery team. 
“Crystal may be pushing it. Most 
years, the water doesn’t stay 
warm enough for eggs to hatch.” 

Before park officials suspended - 
general fish stocking in 1968, 
Crystal received plants of exotics, 
mostly Yellowstone cutthroats. 

“Back then, the philosophy was 
that a cutthroat is a cutthroat is a 
cutthroat," said Rosenlund, who 
later spearheaded the return of 
the native. Rosenlund isn’t cer- 
tain whether the Crystal plants, 
now discontinued, were made 
with completely pi^ greentecks. 
For official purposes, he counts 
only that part of the drainage 
below Crystal’s barrier falls as 
part of the recovery project 

The Roaring River drainage 
plays a pivotal role in a recovery 
program that keeps spreading 
through the greater South Platte 
River watershed. Rosenlund’s 
choice of the fer proved a Irald 


one in the wake of the 1982 flood 
that washed out the lower 
drainage and caused extensive 
damage downstream in Estes 
Pork. 

The mishap occurred when the 
manmade dam at Lawn L^e, six 
miles upstream from the Fall 
River confluence, crumbled, 
unleashing a torrent of water, 
boulders and trees.

It was criminal for E^ast to sig- 
nal high-low in diamonds.
